Field Crops Report 
The state averaged 2.67 inches of rain last week.  Extremely wet fields continued to limit field activities for 
producers.  Some fields were flooded due to the excessive amount of rain received during the past two weeks.  
Harvesting of all crops was minimal due to wet conditions.  Many fields waiting to be harvested have suffered 
damage due to the heavy rains.  Some rice producers were water leveling fields.  Recent rains have caused lodging 
in sugarcane, and there were reports of lower sugar content due to mud and trash. 
 
Fruits, Vegetables and Specialty Crops 
Citrus and vegetable producers were harvesting and selling crops.  Pecan harvesting was also limited due to wet 
conditions.  Crawfish producers have benefited from the recent rain as their water pumping needs were lessened. 
 
Livestock, Pasture and Range Report 
Cattlemen continued planting ryegrass as weather permitted.  Pasture and livestock conditions continued to 
improve with the rain and cooler temperatures.
